Examiner Responses 102 (e): applicant states: "Chatani does not teach independent claims 1, 9, 17 and 25," the examiner respectifully 
disagrees with applicant. Examiner notes that of the Chatani reference paragraph 60, lines 17-29, teaches it may still be possible for 
unauthorized users/ fraudulent use of the storage device to create many different serial number disks which corresponds to storage 
device, they would still need to purchase the software for each copy of the serial number and paragraph 63, lines 1-11, Chatani even 
teaches upon execution, the main application program of the purchased software product verifies that the key is authentic and correct for 
that specific disk and playback machine. For added security, the main executable file can be encrypted so that it cannot easily be hacked 
by an unauthorized user. Respectifully, this is examiners respond and resoning as to find applicant's remarks not persuasive. However 
Applicant's arguments on page 19-20 are persuasive in light of limitations of claims 3, 5, 6, 8, 11, 13, 15, 16, 19, 21, 22-24, 27, 28, 33 and 
34. Therefore the rejections of these claims have been withdrawn. The above claims would be allowable if incorporated into independent 
claims including all intervening claim limitations. 
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
